SALISBURY, Southern Rhodesia (?—The split be- 


tween London and the white-ruled Central African Fed- 
eration of the Rhodesias and Nyasaland widened Wed- 
nesday night over Britain’s insistence on giving North- 
ern Rhodesian Negroes a greater voice in that protecto- 
rate’s legislation. But fears of violence between Negroes 
and whites diminished in Northern Rhodesia.

PUSH FOR REFORM 


In London, Colonial Secretary 
Tain Macleod declared Britain will 
go through with plans for consti- 
tutional reform, even though it is 
‘fraught with danger.”’ His pledge, 
made in the House of Commons, 
was cheered by lawmakers, 


The decrease in fear of a race 
outbreak came when tribal chiefs 
of Northern Rhodesia announced 
approval of the British proposals. 
They appealed for calm. 


The C.A.F. was born Aug. 1, 
1953.

Its legis- 
lative council has 22 elected mem- 
bers. The chief British reform 
proposals were to enlarge the 
council to 45 members and ar- 
range voting procedures so _ it 
would be almost certain at least 
15 members would be Negroes. 


The Africans demand a majori- 
ty in the council. 


Welensky said the proposals 
threaten to break up the federa- 
tion and plunge it into a race war.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Amer- 
ica’s new Mutt-and-Jeff satellites 
failed to separate or go into a 
proper orbit, scientists announced 
Wednesday. But they said the mis- 
hap would not delay plans to put 
up a “radio star’’ navigator sys- 


tem next year to guide ships in 
all kinds of weather. 


The 250-pound Transit III-B sat- 
ellite and the 54-pound Lofti sphere 
it carried did not break apart in 
space, the Johns Hopkins Applied 
Physics Laboratory said in Skags- 
ville, Md. 


The piggyback satellites also 
failed to separate from the top 
half of the two-stage Thor-Abel- 
Star rocket which hurled them 
aloft Tuesday night from Cape 
Canaveral, Fla.

After the election, these White 
House spokesmen explained, close 
friends of Mrs. Kennedy heard 
Bui planned to come to America 
and they thought he was just what 
was needed for ‘“‘New Frontiers” 
in the White House kitchen. 


They made inquiries to see if 
it could indeed be true that the 
little Vietnamese had decided to 
bring his culinary skills to Amer- 
ica. 


After the inauguration, when 
the Kennedys moved into the 
White House, Miss Baldrige ex- 
plained, she wrote to Bui saying 
the White House staff ‘was per- 
fectly adequate’ and there was no 
need for his services. 


Neither she nor Salinger ex- 
plained why such a note was nec- 
essary if no official approaches 
had been made to him by the 
Kennedys. 


Bui didn’t seem to have any 
doubt that he had a firm offer 
and even told his boss, Ambassa- 
dor Jean Chauvel, about it. 


In fact, Bui was quoted as say- 
ing he had asked the White House 
for ‘‘a few days” to ponder be- 
fore he decided to stay where he 
was. ‘

Get Ready for 


A Tax Increase 


Gov. Vandiver’s disappointing con- 
cession to budget pressure Wednesday 
placed the state squarely on the path to 
a tax increase, probably in the next gov- 
ernor’s first year. 

Revenue does not exist to finance the 
new Vandiver promises—$300 and maybe 
$400 to the teachers, $200 to the school 
bus drivers, nearly a million to the Agri- 
culture Department for come-lately uses, 
and so forth, 

This is the kind of spending Mr. Van- 
diver said he would not brook. Yet he 
did. So what Georgia saw was the plug 
pulled on spending. These increases mean 
the surplus Mr. Vandiver’s efficiency 
piled up in his first years will drain away 
in a river of gold during his last two 
years, and leave the state stuck with the 
obligations continuing—and unfinanced— 
when the surplus is gone. 

That can only mean one thing then—a 
tax increase. 

In fairness to Mr. Vandiver, this is 
not an unusual tactic in Georgia politics. 
It is routine. But Vandiver has not been a 
routine governor. Marvin Griffin’s gover- 
norship typified the free and easy give- 
away of tax money, including liquidation 
of the surplus, with the bill being pre- 
sented to the taxpayer. 

* * « 

But Gov. Vandiver until now has re- 
fused to indulge in unfinanced or tax- 
hought giveaways. Economy hurt his po- 
litical popularity. But it helped the tax- 
payers’ feelings and kept Mr. Vandiver on 
sound ground, 

Leaders of the forces that pressed the 
governor back into the old spend-it-up 
rut were men who owed him more po- 
litical loyalty than they demonstrated in 
Tuesday’s vote of repudiation by the 
House—men like George Smith, Frank 
Twitty and Jack Ray. For all their excel- 
lent work in seeking a teacher pay in- 
crease, and in demonstrating legislative 
independence, their final act of bringing 
the House down against the governor put 
him in a politically impossible position 
and contributed primarily to his capitu- 
lation. 

Garland Byrd and Phil Campbell de- 
serve no credit for supporting this to- 
boggan ride into the red. 

Sidetracking all efforts to get locali- 
ties to support teacher pay—the chief 
need—these men have given the teachers 
a raise that was right, but by a method 
that was disappointingly wrong. If no 
new appropriations bill gets passed, as 
seems possible, we hope the governor still 
can get back on the high ground of fiscal 
responsibility by giving only those raises 
which the state can afford.

De Gaulle’s Latin World 
Is Long Out of Date 


Charles de Gaulle’s proposal for a 
“united and renovated Latin world” 
seems so naive and unreal on the sur- 
face that one is tempted to look for a 
hidden joke. That’s not the way the 
world works these days. 

In the 20th century men’s common 
interests, rather than common cultural 
heritage, unite them, The United States 
and Great Britain are allied more be- 
cause they share a belief in political free- 
dom than because they speak the same 
language. 

Imagine the difficulty in the Latin 
“world” in agreeing on political phi- 
losophy! Would France and Spain see 
eye to eye? Would Italy and Portugal? 
Would Rumania slip from behind the 
Iron Curtain to join her European cous- 
ins? Would Cuba? 

What of the nations of the Western 
Hemisphere? There is no more obvious 
fact about their foreign policies in the 
years since President Monroe than their 
cool disdain for European politics. Only 
two actually participated in the two 
great European-centered world wars in 
this century. 

Undoubtedly De Gaulle’s call will be

And All These Reports 
Gather Dust on Shelves 


Up for a vote in the Senate are two 
resolutions to set up 25-man committees 
to investigate waste and overlapping in 
the state government and its educational 
system. They would be composed of 10 
members of the Senate and 15 members 
of the House and would report to the 
1962 General Assembly session. 


Now we are not opposed to 50 legisla- 
tors wandering over the state and the var- 
ious departments of government looking 
for overlapping and waste. In a govern- 
ment as big as ours has become, there is 
bound to be some of it which needs weed- 
ing out. But what has happened to all the 
reports now gathering dust on shelves 
that resulted from similar investigations 
in recent years? 


One especially comes to mind. During 
the Griffin administration in 1955 we had 
a powerful investigation conducted by the 
State Programs Study Committee. It 
came up with volumes of testimony and 
reports, department by department. Net 
result of that one, if you remember, was 
one of the biggest tax hikes in state his- 
tory. The practices now being rediscov- 
ered and the real economies which could 
have been effected in politically sensitive 
agencies somehow got lost in the shuffle. 


There were others, the most recent 
being the Governor’s Commission on 
Economy and Reorganization. This re- 
sulted in some real improvements and no 
tax raise. But again the areas for big 
economies in politically potent agencies 
proved too powerful to tackle. Legisla- 
tors know what we mean. 


Until and unless the lawmakers are 
ready and willing to tackle these areas, 
one wonders what there is new to be dis- 
covered that isn’t in the reports already 
on hand unless it be to find out about the 
high costs of investigations.

Outright Ban Remains 
Answer on Fireworks 


Local option on sales on fireworks, 
proposed in a bill introduced by Rep. Ed 
McGarity of Henry County, is the wrong 
approach. 


It would offer little if any improve- 
ment over the present setup in which 
fireworks stands are set up just out- 
side the jurisdiction of municipalities that 
do not tolerate sales of the dangerous de- 
vices but cannot spread enforcement per- 
sonnel widely enough to prevent shoot- 
ing of fireworks brought in from across 
county lines. 


The only solution is an outright ban on 
sales as proposed in bills introduced 
earlier.

The great joust between Gov. Vandiver and 
the House of Representatives pitted a wrong- 


-_ headedness on both sides that was exceeded only 
by the heroism of each, until the heroism ran out. 


Then the teacher pressure, abetted by the House, buckled the 


governor. 


The governor won the rank of hero for refusing to let his budget 
be knocked off balance by pressure. Seldom has a Georgia governor 
had the courage to look such a tiger in the teeth. He refused to spend 
money he didn’t have, no matter how much the teachers wanted 


money. 
. 


And at the last he gave in. One tactical mistake he made came 
when he quit speaking to the House with unfelt love and feigned sym- 
pathy and suddenly let the whole bunch know he honestly felt they 
were a flapping covey of fiscal idiots. One does not speak with such 
candor in politics and keep all his eyes and teeth. The House promptly 
gave the touchy governor the old bazoo by passing its bill, including 
appropriation of money from a source already ruled illegal. 

The House, and the approprtations committees of both the House 
and Senate, achieved hero stature by taking a governor’s budget apart 
and doing an independent job of examining it in the legislative 


branch. No rubber stampers here. 


The committees worked hard hunting money for teachers. They 
woke many department heads from long fiscal slumbers. They en- 
countered certain frustrations. When they espied 1.3 million appar- 
ently idle dollars squirreled away in the Education department, for 
instance, it suddenly shrank to a mere $220,000 before they could 
write it down under ‘“‘teacher raise.” 

Their efforts to grab 2.7 million for teachers at the expense of 
damaging the bond program for school building turned out to be 
against the law as determined by the attorney general. 

So the committees’ frustration was understandable. They had an- 
nounced they were coming up with $250 for the teachers which the 
governor hadn't found. And then they couldn’t produce in public the 
money they had worked so diligently in secret to root out.

Their wrongheadedness compensated for much of their heroism 
when they pressed nearly a million dollars upon the Agriculture de- 
partment for hogs and other beasts at a time when they were pro- 
fessing anguish at the lack of money for teachers. Moreover, the 
House committee chairman, the able Jack Ray, muddied the puddle 
and outraged the governor by attempting, in the middle of the 
budget scuffle, to pass a bill unacceptably stripping the governor of 
his money powers and handing them over to 25 politicians in the 
legislature. And finally the House’s repudiating vote placed political 
pressure on the governor that he couldn’t ignore. 

So play the pipes lowly and beat the drums slowly for the valiant 
Vandiver and the brave Ray as they both come home on their shields 
from the field of legislative independence versus gubernatorial re- 
sponsibility. They fought the good fight, except for the bad parts.

School Aid Tests 
Nation’s Maturity 


WASHINGTON — The Congress reacted to 
President Kennedy's education bill Tuesday as 
if he had suggested an intelligence test for all om 


Rey 


congressmen. You never saw such a scramble. The bill landed at 
noon on the speaker’s desk and by 4 o'clock it was all mixed up 
in an argument, not only about education, but about integration, 
segregation, stabilization, inflation, taxation and religious freedom. 


The Catholics were against it 
because it. denied funds to pa- 
rochial schools. Some of the 
Protestants were muttering be- 
cause it would give scholarship 
aid to Catholic colleges. The 
Northern liberals were complain- 
ing that it didn’t insist-on racial 
desegregation as a condition of 
aid to schools and colleges. The 
Southern conservatives. were op- 
posing it because it would 
strengthen federal influence over 
public schools.  . 

In one corridor, legislators were 
saying the thing cost too much; 
in another, the gomplaint was 
that it was too modest and. pro- 
vided loans instead of grants to 
the colleges. 7 

Now, this may not be the best 
bill that ever went to Congress 
and all these objections have to 
be argued out, but the question 
is whether the special interest 
groups are going to combine to 
kill all education legislation or 
whether the national interest is 
going to prevail. 

On the need for more federal 
aid to education there is very 
little controversy. Catholics, Prot- 
estants, liberals, conservatives, 
integrationists, and segregation- 
ists may all differ on the amount 
of money needed and the best 
way to distribute it, but nobody 


questions the facts that the school 
population is going up at the 
rate of a million a year, that 
we are short of classrooms and 
qualified teachers, ‘that the se- 
curity of the nation is directly 
related to the intelligence of the 
nation, and that correcting these 
things costs a lot of money. 
What is at issue then is whether 
these national requirements are 
going to get priority or, as has 
happened often in the past, be 
overwhelmed and suffocated by 
an avalanche of all-or-nothing ob- 


jections. 


Heré is a valid'test of the na- 
tion’s maturity and purpose. 
There has been a lot of talk in 
the last two years about whether 
the American people .and -their 
political institutions can adjust to 
imperative new demands and use 
their growing wealth intelligently 
for public and non-material ends. 
The education debate will provide 
a measure of this. 

Kennedy has put forward a 
set of compromise proposals 
which satisfy nobody, not even 
the top officials at the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare, but he has done so con- 
sciously in the hope of getting 
something through rather than 
nothing.

Turks Hope Spaak 
Sells Norstad Plan 


ANKARA, Turkey—This stubborn independ- 


ent-minded country is as concerned as any of 
our allies with the conversation between Presi- 
NATO’s retiring Secretary-General Spaak. For 
from their talk will emerge the first clue as to whether our new 
administration intends to back the nuclear-sharing program first 
propounded by Gen. Norstad and tentatively supported: by the Eisen- 


hower regime. 

The reason for Turkey’s par- 
ticular concern is that it is more 
exposed than any of the North 
Atlantic partners. 

Despite its menaced position, 
Turkey is one of three European 
allies to accept the stationing of 
U.S. missiles on its territory. 

Nuclear warheads to arm me- 
dium. range ballistic missiles in 
Turkey are there by bilateral ar- 
rangement with Washington. They 
do not belong to NATO as such 
but rather to two of its members. 
The Norstad plan, which has not 
yet been blessed by Kennedy, 
would give the alliance its 
stockpile of warheads under alli- 
ance control as a separate cor- 
porate body, “fourth nuclear 
power.” 

Ankara takes a keen interest in 
the. Norstad plan. This was par- 
tially endorsed by the outgoing 
government at last December’s 
NATO meeting. Secretary Herter 
shook it up in a cocktail with the 
thoughts of Robert Bowie, former 
head of the State department's 
policy-planning group, who had 
been asked to draft defense ideas. 


Bowie favored turning over to 
NATO a fixed number of Polaris- 
armed atomic submarines. He was 
less interested in land-based 
nuclear missiles in Europe. 

According to James H. Smith 
Jr., assistant secretary of Navy 
for air, when the Polaris subma- 
rine. was first blue-printed by 
Washington that arm was con- 
ceived as ‘‘particularly well suited 
to an international force (such as 
NATO) not being attached to the 
soil of any particular sovereign. 

Some NATO members prefer 
this kind of offshore retaliatory 
protection because it offers. a 
shield without presenting a poten- 
tial target to an enemy within 
their own domain, 

The Turks are already backed 
by the U.S. Sixth Fleet in the 
Mediterranean with its own Po- 
laris submarines. But they are 
willing to contribute the addition- 
al deterrent asset of emplacing 
MRBM pads on Turkish ground. 

For this reason the Turks are 


especially eager to know if Spaak 


succeeds in “‘selling’” the Norstad 
plan to Kennedy.

Kennedy Adding 
New Army Arm 


WASHINGTON—At the direct 
President Kennedy, the United States is expand- 
ing substantially its capability to deal with ‘“‘un- 


initiative of 


conventional war by unconventional means."’ This is nearly the equiv- 
alent of adding a new arm to the peacetime forces of the nation. 
The administration’s prime objective is to make available to our 
friends in the undeveloped areas of the world the kind of military as- 
sistance that can do them the most good. 


This means that the newly in- 
dependent and sometimes inse- 
cure regimes, whether in Laos or 
Indonesia or Africa, fighting to 
survive against disorder and sub- 
version, will not have to ask 
on-the-spot training in guerrilla 
and counter-guerrilla warfare 
from multi - lingual American 
commandos who can show them 
how to build a bomb with a bam- 
boo stick. 

To help our friends to fight 
“unconventional war by wuncon- 
ventional means” has long had 
a paragraph in the planning pa- 
pers of the Army but never high 
enough priority. 

It has now been given priority 
and Army Chief of Staff Gen. 
George H. Decker has just signed 
the directive putting additional 
manpower into the enterprise. 

Gen. Decker’s first action is 
to put 500 more handpicked, lin- 
guistically gifted paratroopers 
and other Army specialists into 
the special warfare center at Ft. 
Bragg, N.C. There they will 
study, develop, try out and per- 
fect old and new arts of guerilla 
fighting specially adapted to 
some 18 different countries whose 
regimes are likely to be im- 


perilled by subversive guerrilla 
forces 


It is not intended that these 
special - warfare trainees will 


fight in the rice paddies of Laos 
or Vietnam or in the jungles of 
the Congo. They would only go 
where U.S. military aid is want- 
ed. They will go, not to fight, but 
to transmit to others specially 
developed techniques and tactics. 
They will carry with them, no 
doubt, special do - it - yourself 
kits which will enable a govern- 
ment’s guerrilla forces to almost 
literally grow weapons on_ the 
hillsides. 

The new specially trained U.S, 
guerrilla specialists will have 
two to three Asian and African 
languages at their command. 
Some two-year draftees of spe- 
cial gifts and skills will also be 
utilized to bring to bear upon this 
training all the unusual talents 
the Army can command. 


Normally the U.S, Army needs 
and wants the most modern and 
best weapons technology can pro- 
duce, however expensive. For 
the nuclear conventional deter- 
rent the administration will con- 
tinue to put high priority on sci- 
entific weapons. But to coun- 
ter “unconventional” aggression, 
Gen. Decker is directing the Ft. 
Bragg Special Warfare Center to 
specialize on weapons which 


‘bare hands and ingenuity can 


produce in the underdeveloped 
countries.

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Lovett, Howard 
Urge Repeal of 


Aeceuser Law 


Reps. Herschel Lovett of Laurens and Pierre How- 
ard of DeKalb introduced bills Wednesday to repeal the 
controversial face-your-accuser law. 


Lovett and Howard said they 
believe the Legislature is over- 
whelmingly in favor of their meas- 
ures, but may not have time to 
give them final approval this ses- 
sion. In that case, they said, the 
bills probably would pass at the 
1962 session. 


Benetits 
Pushed for 


Teachers 


While the issue of teachers’ sal- 
aries ricocheted around Capitol 
walls Weanesday, Rep. Mac Bar- 
ber of Jacksonville County quietly 
introduced in the House a Dill 
which would increase teacher re- 
tirement benefits an average of 
$133 a month. 

The secret of House Bill 560’s 
uneventful reception: It’s cheap. 

The increase would be financed 
principally by the teachers them- 
selves raising their contribution 
to the retirement fund from 5 to 
6 per cent, and by money from 
excess earnings of investments of 
the fund, G. E. Pittman, execu- 
tive secretary of the Teacher Re- 
tirement System, said. 


REFERRED TO PANEL 


He said the beard of trustees 
of the system has endorsed the 
bill, which was referred to the 
education committee. 


The new formula, which would 
apply to about 90 systems other 
than Atlanta, Fulton and Rome, 
and non-contributing members in 
Chatham County, calls for “a 
small increase in employers’ con- 
tributions” in the various coun- 
ties, Pittman added. He said it 
was too negligible to provoke any 
opposition. 


Under the new formula the ‘‘av- 
erage” retired teacher is figured 
to be one who quit teaching 
at 65 after 40 years’ service at a 
peak salary of $4,000. This teach- 
er would draw $100 a month re- 
tirement under the present system 
and $233 under the bill proposed 
by Barber. 

The arithmetie provided for fig- 
uring the benefits is this: One 
and three-fourths per cent times 
years of service, times five best 
consecutive years’ salary. Maxi- 
mum benefits at 65 with 40 or 
more years of service will be 70 
per cent of the pay. 


PROVISIONS CITED 


If a teacher retires in service 
prior to the age of 65, his benefit 
will be reduced one-twelfth of 
3 per cent for each month his 
age is under 65. If he retires 
because of disability or dies in 
service, his children or other 
named beneficiaries will receive 
his pension, scaled down accord- 
ing to their age and life 
expectancy. 


Pittman said that while a ma- 
jority of the members will re- 
ceive a substantial increase under 
the formula, only about 5O per 
cent of the teachers who have 
retired since 1943 will benefit. He 
said the retirement board is study- 
ing the situation in an effort to 
‘come up with some way of in- 
creasing their benefits.” 


Rep. Duncan 
Pulls Back 


His Tax Bills 


Rep. J. Ebb Duncan of Carroll 
County said Wednesday he has 
asked the House Ways and Means 
Committees to let his tax bills 
die. 

Duncan proposed earlier this 
week a 4 per cent sales tax and, 
to compensate that increase, al- 
lowing the deduction of federal 
taxes from state income tax pay- 
ments. 


The Carroll legislator said he 
met Wednesday with Vandiver 
and “he assured me’’ there would 
‘be no welfare benefit cuts and 
that the governor will continue to 
fight for $200 pay increases for 
school bus drivers. 


The governor also has pledged 
to provide funds for county tax 
‘evaluation programs, Duncan 
said. 

- His tax-raising measures had 
‘been designed to finance these in- 
‘creases in state spending.

' Mexico Closes 


The law permits public officials 
to appear before grand juries to 
defend themserves against charges 
of wrongdoing in office. A suc- 
cessful defense would thwart an 
indictment and prevent a public 
trial. 


Under the law, the public offi- 
cial must be notified of any pro- 
posed indictment. He then may 
take counsel with him to the grand 
jury room, cross-examine state wit- 
nesses and call his own witnesses. 


Other persons do not have the 
right to appear before a grand 
jury to defend against an indict- 
ment sought by the state. The jury 
listens to evidence presented by 
the solicitor general, then decides 
whether to indict. 


REFUSED TO INDICT 


Repeal of the law was recom- 
mended by the December grand 
jury which refused to indict ex- 
Gov. Marvin Griffin. The state 
had notified Griffin it was consid- 
ering an indictment against him 
alleging he received purchasing 
kickbacks. Griffin appeared be- 
fore the Fulton grand jury with 
counsel and successfully defended 
himself. 


Lovett said, “We could have 
gotten a lot of signatures on these 
two bills—both have the effect of 
repealing the law—but we didn’t 
think it was necessary. Ninety 
per cent of the members of the 
House I’ve talked to are in favor 
of it. 


“TI don't think public officials 
should be given any preference in 
court cases over the average lay- 
men. In recent cases the grand 
jury has acted as a trial jury.” 


NEVER INTENDED 


Howard said, “Grand juries 
never were intended to be trial 
juries. If there is probable cause 
for a trial, the grand jury should 
indict and let the case be tried 
publicly in open court before a 
judge and jury. 


“Public officials have no right 
to special consideration. In fact, 
they ought to be even more strict- 
ly accountable. 


“When I was in the House in 
1947 I introduced the bill that 
made the taking of a bribe by a 
public official a felony instead of 
a misdemeanor.” 


Howard said acts by public offi- 
cials ‘‘always should be subject 
to question and investigation. And 
he should be able to defend his 
acts in public.”

to agree or the two bodies would 
have to reach a compromise. 


There was no _ assurance 
Wednesday that even if some 
compromise could be reached the 
governor would agree to it. Van- 
diver has been dead set against 
the limitations on his power to 
spend surplus funds. 


Byrd apparently took the lead 
in offering the new appropriations 
bill. He first announced his plans 
in a news conference after a 
Wednesday morning talk with 
Vandiver. Then Byrd and the 
Senate went back to Vandiver’s 
office for a joint meeting. 


Vandiver and Byrd conceded the 
total spending bill they now pro- 
pose will run over $412 million 
next year. That is $6 million high- 
er than Vandiver’s original pro- 
posal, 


‘ALL IS COMPROMISE’ 


The governor admitted the new 
budget bill ‘is not as conserva- 
tive’ as his original proposal, but 
he added at that point, ‘‘All legis- 
lation is compromise.”’ 


The money will be financed out 
of a $50 million surplus which “‘we 
have been trying to spread over a 
two-year period,’”’ Vandiver said. 


(The state began the present 
fiscal year in July with a $50 mil- 
lion surplus. Although it is being 
expended all along, it is expected 
to build back up to that figure by 
the start of the next fiscal year.) 


He and Byrd agreed that no new 
taxes would be required to finance 
the spending proposal. 


The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee met as soon as that body 
adjourned and House Speaker 
George L. Smith II said he thinks 
the committee should wait and 
see the actual bill “before we go 
spouting off at the mouth.”’ 


VOICE VOTE 


The committe agreed in a voice 
vote to take no official position 
before the bill is submitted. 


But, Smith added, “It’s high 
time the taxpayers know what is 
happening to their money. ... I’m 
just wondering how the governor 
and lieutenant governor, who were 
saying before that they couldn’t 
become involved in deficit financ- 
ing, could come up with another 
bill containing an additional $5 
million to $6 million deficit financ- 
ing.” 

House Floor Leader Frank 
Twitty said he would decline to 
comment for the moment. 


Vandiver and Byrd released a 
joint statement which said they 
agreed on the $300 teacher pay 
raise and a $200 increase for 
school bus drivers. The bill will 
contain another $100 raise for 
teachers if money becomes avail- 
able. 


FIGHTS AMENDMENT

Mackay Rips 
Land-Rights 
Without Pay 


Charging that Georgians were 
misled by semantics into voting 
in last November’s election to en- 
danger their homes, Rep. James 
Mackay of DeKalb County rallied 
forces Wednesday to fight a bill 
which would implement Constitu- 
tional Amendment No. 9. 


The amendment, passed by the 
last session of the General As- 
sembly and ratified in the general 
election, permits the condemna- 
tion of private property for. roads 
or streets with no payment as 
long as litigation is pending. 


SAYS VOTERS MISLED 


Under present law _ property 
owners may collect the appraised 
value of their property, after a 
speedy court hearing, pending 
further litigation if either party 
wishes to appeal. 


An enabling act, House Bill 292, 
was by-pa on Wednesday’s 
calendar but is expected to be 
called up Thursday. 


Mackay said he voted for the 
bill and then voted in the general 
election to ratify it, misunder- 
standing its effect. He said he felt 
most members of the General As- 
sembly and private citizens were 
misled by the wording on the bal- 
lot, which read: ‘For ratification 
of Amendment to Constitution so 
as to provide for payment for 
taking or damaging of private 
property for public roads or 
streets.” 


GROUP TO FIGHT IT 


“I oppose granting absolute 
power to the state to determine 
the value of property which is 
condemned,”” Mackay said. ‘‘The 
rights of property owners should 
be safeguarded at the time of the 
taking. Unless the Legislature 
provides such safeguards, irrep- 
arable damage will be done to 
many people who cannot afford 
costly litigation.’ 


Meanwhile, a group of citizens 
headed by J. O’H. Sanders and 
Morris Abram of Atlanta have 
organized a ‘Citizens to Fight 
Amendement Nine’ movement. 


The Georgia Senate  unani- 
mously passed a bill Wednesday 
which would have the effect of re- 
quiring independent candidates to 
have petitions signed by 5 per 
cent of a county’s voters before 


they could oppose senators in gen- 
eral elections. 


This was a somewhat un-noticed 
feature of the bill Sen. Carl E. 
Sanders of Augusta offered to de- 
clare senators to be state officers 
and specify that they should 
qualify with the secretary of state, 
instead of county ordinaries. The 
bill passed by a vote of 43-0. 


In answer to questions on the 
Senate floor, Sanders said that 
by declaring senators to be state 
officers, the Senate could bring 
into play the law requiring inde- 
pendents to have petitions from 
5 per cent of voters before they 
“ag get on general election bal- 


‘Sanders’ bill was aimed at 


clearing up the question 
of whether senators are state or 
county officials and with whom 
and during what period they 
should qualify. It sets the qualify- 
ing deadline at 45 days before 
the general election. 


Earlier, the Senate passed by 
a vote of 39-0 a House-originated 
measure to let the state make 
loans to counties to finance tax 
revaluation projects. The Senate, 
however, amended the measure 
to meet objections of some sena- 
tors, 


Sen. J. Willis Conger Jr. of 
Bainbridge, who had earlier ob- 
jected to provisions of the bill, 
asked for passage of an amend- 
ment providing that state loans 
would be approved by the revenue 
commissioner, the president of 
the Georgia Municipal Associa- 
tion and the County Commision- 
ers of Georgia. 


Conger earlier had complained 
the.

But he said Wednesday he has 
complete confidence in Revenue 
Commissioner Dixon Oxford.

The Senate passed three non- 
controversial bills. They were 
measures to bring volunteer fire- 
men under the Firemen’s Pen- 
sion Act, authorize the State 
Welfare department to establish 
branches of state training schools 
and to let the Welfare depart- 
ment allow blind welfare appli- 
cants to have income up to $85 
monthly and still get state aid.

Panel Votes 
Removal of 


Age Limits 
A bill to remove the age limits 
on state college applicants moved 
a step closer to final passage 
Wednesday with the approval of 


the House University System Com- 
mittee. 


The bill breezed through the 
Senate Tuesday on a 39-0 vote 
and could reach the House floor 
by the end of the week. 


The measure would drop the 
present age restrictions: 21 for 
undergraduate work, 25 for grad- 
uate studies. 


In the House committee Wed- 
nesday, Rep. Bob Massee of 
Pulaski County, who fought the 
limits when they were originally 
enacted in 1959, made the motion 
for approval of the repeal. 


Rep. Chappelle Matthews of 
Clarke, committee chairman, said 
the restrictions had ‘‘gutted”’ 
Georgia State College of Business 
Administration in Atlanta and 
seriously affected enrollment at 
off-campus centers. 


At the time of passage, the 
intent of the restrictions was con- 
sidered to be to discourage en- 
trance into Georgia State by Ne- 
groes, on the basis that ages of 
Negro students generally run 
higher than white applicants.

Is Speeded 


House Body to Free 


Bill for Atlanta 


A House committee chairman 
agreed Wednesday to release a 
bill needed by the City of Atlanta 
for authority to levy school taxes. 


Rep. Joe Underwood of Mont- 
gomery, chairman of the County 
and Municipal Governments Com- 
mittee, said he was now satisfied 
about the intent of the bill. 


SMITH EXPLAINS 


Apparently, there had been 
some question whether it was con- 
nected with a desegregation order 
now facing the Atlanta school 
system. 


Rep. M. M. (Muggsy) Smith ex- 
plained, however, that at the mo- 
ment the city has no power to 
tax for schools. 


The 1959 General Assembly had 
rescinded the city’s old school-tax 
act and substituted one providing 
that the city could tax for segre- 
gated schools only. 


NO TAX POWER NOW 


When the act, along with sev- 
eral other segregation measures, 
was repealed this year, the city 
was left with no power to tax for 
schools. 


Meanwhile, in the Senate, Floor 
Leader Gordon Knox Jr. and Sen. 
Dan Hart of Quitman offered com- 
panion bills to remove compulso- 
ry attendance requirements in 
school systems which are deseg- 
regated. 


The measures are so drawn that 
all compulsory attendance might 
be ended in Georgia. 


ATTENDANCE LAWS 


One bill repeals the present at- 
tendance law. The other provides 
that attendance would be compul- 
sory only in segregated school Gis- 
tricts.

These were two persons whose 
character, abilities, devotion to 
duty and perceptiveness would 
never cease to amaze me with the 
passage of time. 


BACK TO DR. JONES 


After being assigned a room, I 
was directed to the office of Dr. 
John A. Jones, whom I had not 
geen since our brief meeting at 
Emory and whom I felt sure had 
long forgotten me. But he had not. 
He glanced up smiling and waved 
me to a chair. 


‘So you finally decided to join 
us,” he said. Then he laid the situ- 
ation squarely on the line. 


I'd have to make up my mind to 
“stick with him for a_ while.” 
Maybe even longer than the 
hoped-for three months. And even 
after leaving the hospital, I'd 
probably require supportive treat- 
ment for a year. Possibly two. 


“Your problems didn’t begin 
yesterday,”” he said, ‘‘and they 
aren't going to be solved tomor- 
row. We've first got to get at the 
cause of your illness. To find out 
what makes you tick and mis- 
tick.” 


“Okay,” I nodded. I 
things to keep happening.

“You'll have private consulta- 
tions with me once a week,” Dr.

I made the eight-man 
group complete. 


What exactly is the purpose of 
group therapy? 


Primarily it’s the most practical 
way of affording psychotherapy to 
the greatest number. During the 
vital hour in which we met each 
week, for instance, eight men 
profited in time that could other- 
wise be devoted to only a single 
man. 


Secondly, the theory goes, all 
*‘breakdowns” arise in group situ- 
ations. In the inter-relationships 
of the ill man with groups of indi- 
viduals. Among family. Friends. 
Fellow workers.

A SELECTED GROUP 


And, then unknown to us, Dr. 
Jones had carefully selected as 
members of our group men who 
had similar conflicts and behavior 
patterns. With the passage of time 
we would begin to see ourselves 
reflected in each other. To ob- 
serve in others how immature and 
unreasonable were our demands, 
attitudes and actions. 


The men in my group all had 
conflicts with ‘‘authority figures.’ 


This is a Freudian term for any | 


person, or group of persons, who 
to us symbolized ‘‘authority.”’ It 
might be family. Mother. Wife. 
Father. We all had difficulties 
at home. It might be the job fore- 
men. Or the boss. We had ail

price. To “succeed” at all costs. 
To constantly prove ourselves 
“‘worthy."’ We all lived in morbid 
fear of failing these goals and of 
subsequent ‘‘rejection’”’ by others. 
This, basically, was the major 
symptom of our | ‘ness. 


We reacted to every. situation— 
to ALL situations — in the same 
stylized manner. Never bending. 
Never varying. We reacted with 
fear. Almost physical fear. Fear 
of failure. Fear of eventual re- 
jection. 

WITHDRAWN FROM WORLD 


And, rather than face up to this 
unreal rejection we feared from 
others, we in some manner always 
rejected them first. By overt hos- 
tility. By “running.’’ By resort 
ing to ‘‘escape’’ through drugs or 
alcohol, And, finally, we all took 
the same ultimate step. Long-term 
depression. A symbolic form of 
self destruction. Then — absolute 
withdrawal from the world around 
us. 


At this first group therapy ses- 
sion I made my first step forward. 
Gained the first faint glimmering 
of insight into myself. And this 
is the process through which 
group therapy works: enabling 
the patient to SEE himself. To 
learn that he ‘“‘projects” to others 
his own feelings. His fears, doubts 
and hostilities. Feelings that 
others do not actually share. 


It is an educational process. 
Once the patient recognizes the 
fact that his fears and feelings 


wanted | 


to see themselves in| 


are unreal and irrational. That 
ihe reacts to all situations and 
every ‘‘authority figure’’ in an al- 
most ritualistic manner. Once he 
sees clearly that he has been 
“acting out”’ 
cycle. A_ circle-like pattern of 
| fear, tension, anxiety, hate, guilt. 
| Then his battle is half won. 


LEARNING TO RE-THINK 


But only half. After recognition 
must follow a slow, but definite 
weaning-away from old attitudes. 
A hard learning to “re-think” 
process. After learning to re-think 
there followed the most difficult 
part of all. Like little children 
again we had to then learn to 
“re-live.” 


This was the long battle I faced. 
| Learning to think—learning to live 
|—again. Adjusting, amending, re- 
vising. Understanding and alter- 
ing my emotional reactions. Re- 
actions established in early child- 


years had become -“‘second 


nature.”’ 


But at this first group session 
I made a faltering step forward. 
'\I saw very clearly that while I 
| and the other members of my 
| group were men intellectually and 
physically, we were still children 
emotionally. 


And—I acknowledged openly 
that I was a “man-child”’ in need 
of help.

ACCRA, Ghana—The 


One of those horns is his loyalty 
to the United Nations, which he 
fully realizes is the best friend 
and forum the small, newly in- 
dependent countries of the world 
have. The other is his strong 
support of and membership in the 
recently formed group of Afro 
Asian nations now popularly 
known as the Casablanca Powers 
—the United Arab Republic, 
Ghana, Guinea, Mali, Morocco, 
Libya and Ceylon. 


His dilemma lies in the fact 
that he now is faced with making 
a choice between the two—for the 
United Nations and the Casa- 
blanca Powers are committed to 
following completely different 
courses in the Congo. 


TROOP WITHDRAWAL 


It was reported from the con- 
ference of the Casablanca Powers 
Jan. 5 that the member nations 
had agreed to withdraw their 
troops from the U.N. Command in 
the Congo. Up until this time 
President Nkrumah had success- 
fully resisted pressure from the 
other African leaders on the ques- 
tion of troop withdrawal. It was 
stated he had agreed to do so if 
the United Nations failed to re- 
store Patrice Lumumba to power. 
The death of Lumumba may 
change all that. As of this writ- 
ing, it is believed it may also 
bring Mali, Guinea, Morocco and 
the U.A.R. to reverse their de- 
cision to withdraw their troops. 


HARD CHOICE 


He is too intelligent a man not 
to realize that if enough coun- 
tries withdraw their forces from 
the Congo, it could seriously en- 
danger the entire U.N. operation 
there—even to the point of neces- 
sitating the complete withdrawal 
of all U.N. forces. 


This he knows would only leave 
a power vacuum which would be 
filled either by a bloody civil war 
between the followers of Patrice 
Lumumba on the one hand and 
those of Kasavubu, Mobutu and 
Tshombe on the other, or by ac- 
tion taken by the Western or 
Eastern power blocs. The former 
could lead to a herrifying mas- 
sacre of the Congolese people; the 
latter to an all-out war between 
East and West. 


This is the momentous decision 
that President Nkrumah now 
faces.

An infarctios is a change in 
tissues due to an artery supplying 
that area becoming plugged and 
shutting off the blood supply. 


When this occurs in some 
branch of the artery which sup- 
plies the heart muscle, it is a 
“coronary infarction,”’ or heart 
attack.

Yes, pneumonia can be a cause 
of pulmonary infarction. 


However, let’s take your other 
question: Generalized arterio- 
sclerosis may well have a bear- 
ing on an infarction, too. In fact, 
it is quite likely to be involved 
to some extent. 


Arteriosclerosis means harden- | 


ing of the arteries. When it is 


prevalent throughout the body we 
say it is generalized. 


As the arteries become hard- 


ened, or “sclerosed,”’ and lose 
some of their elasticity they no 
longer can pass small clots as 
readily. Usually, as the arteries 
become hardened,, they also be- 
come somewhat caked with fatty 
material, further obstructing the 
blood’s passage through them.

“But every experience a child 
encounters, from the first weeks 
of his life, helps him to develop 
his power of vision in cordina- 
tion with other parts of his 
body.” 


LEARNING TIME 


Play time is also learning 
time for the infant who not yet 
has developed his skill of seeing. 
Mother’s guidance is a valuable 
asset. She can help her baby 
develop his vision through such 
games as “patty-cake’’ and 
*‘peek-a-boo.”’ 


In fact, these are two of the 
games recommended by visiting 
optometrists, who were here re- 
cently for the Southeastern Con- 
gress of Optometry. 


They are also among special 
aids, from an infant’s eye view, 
recommended in a_ booklet, 
“Mommy and Daddy, You Can 
Help Me Learn to See,” pub- 
lished by the Woman’s Auxiliary 
to the American Optometric As- 
sociation. 

FUN GAME 

A mother can strengthen her 
baby’s visual skill during the 
fun game of ‘‘Peek:’’ Hold the 
baby’s hands before his eyes, 
then moving them, will help 
teach him the difference be- 
tween having his eyes closed 
and having his view blocked. 


“Patty-cake” is particularly 
helpful by the time a baby has 
reached the age of 16 weeks: 
Make a big game of it. Say all 
the words to him as you “pat-

Mom Can Use Baby’s Play Time 
To Build Better Ey 
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HIDING EYES FIRST STEP IN “PEEK” 
Mrs. John Granfield Plays With Mike 


"em, roll'em and toss’em."’ Each 
movement of his hands helps the 
baby to know the many direc- 
tions of movement his hands, 
and EYES, can take. 


Let him play with plastic or 
wooden blocks, small enough for 
him to hold in his hand. Help 
him to put these blocks together 
so that they click and bang as 
he watches them. 


SIZE ’N’ SHAPE 

“Most babies,’’ Dr. Franke 
observed, “like to play with 
empty cardboard boxes. This 
is a good outlet. So much so, 
that today a manufacturer has 
put on the market a nest of 
cardboard boxes—one will fit 
into the other—for the nursery. 
When he’s playing with these, 
the baby is learning to tell the 
size and shape by feeling and 
seeing.” 


Feeding time offers another 
learning experience: Let the 
baby help Mother hold the bot- 
tle. Place his two hands on 
the bottle as it approaches his 
mouth. This allows him to see 
and feel the nearness of it as 
the nipple enters his mouth. 


When an infant pops a favor- 
ite plaything into his mouth, he 
is again adding to his visual 
skills. To assist his forward 
march, arrange for several 
clean, smooth objects that he 
can put into his mouth. The se- 
quence of looking at a rattle, 
taking it in his hand, putting it 
to his mouth, is a ‘“‘very impor- 
tant experience in learning about 
the many things around him.” 
This is the practice for feeding 
himself and the eye-hand con- 
trol necessary for use of his 


OWN spoon. 


WONDERFUL FACE 


By now, the child has discov- 
ered a wonderful thing: Moth- 
er’s face. He'll begin to reach 
for that face during bedtime 
conversations with Mommie. 
When he SEES her face, he 


uses his hands to check what 
his eyesight reveals to him. 
With this action comes the real- 
ization that his hands help him 
to see. He seeks other activi- 
ties to prove his point: 


The baby will start reaching 
for bright or moving things that 
attract him. Among the most 
intriguing are his feet: Mommie 
can again provide a shortcut by 
helping him to find his feet, so 
that he can hold them, put them 
into his mouth, discover the 
working mysteries of 10 little 
toes. This action is the begin- 
ning of his practice in taking 
hold of things with his hands, 
freeing his eyes to move on in 
other directions. 


CREATE MOVEMENT 

Now, move the nursery mo- 
bile closer to the baby. He will 
hit it so that the mobile swings 
and bounces. Support it with 
rubber bands, enabling baby to 
learn to grab, release it. Pre- 
viously, most of his movement 
has been random or steered by 
Mommie. Now he can create 
movement of his own. 


The game of “Please” and 
“Thank You” helps the baby 
learn to visually grasp and re- 
lease objects. Thus he begins 
to develop his finger flixibilities 
and dexterities, an important 
practice in eye-hand cordina- 
tion: Place a toy in the baby’s 
hand and say, “Thank you.” 
Gently remove it, and say, 
“Please.” Wave the toy so he 
looks at it when it is placed in 
his hand 


Bells tied on baby’s booties 
help him learn to see his own 
feet by hearing them, too. With 
Mommie’s help, he learns to 
kick the mobile to make it 
move. So the infant learns that 
his feet, hands and eyes all 
need to work together to gain 
the co-ordination and poise that 
will come later. 


NEXT: Baby crawls toward 
better vision.

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Bitter Memories of Toledo 


It has been 41 years since a savage Jack Dempsey 
chopped down giant Jess Willard on a steaming July 4 
afternoon in Toledo to claim the heavyweight crown 


and launch his reign as the most popular of all ring 
champions. 


After four decades the name of Dempsey is still magic. He 
attracts attention at all stops on the sports scene. Practically 
everyone likes Dempsey . . . everyone but Jess Willard. 


You read about Dempsey every 
month or so, but you never hear about 
Willard. For some obscure reason I 
was wondering the other day about 
the giant who didn’t like to fight but 
became the heavyweight champion. 


Thumbing through out-of-town pa- 
pers Wednesday, I found out where he 
is today. The Los Angeles Examiner 
sports section had a large picture of a 
79-year-old man relaxing in a rocking 
chair at his home outside the city. 


Willard, still trim at 260 and 
enjoying good health, was the topic 
of an interesting interview with 
Morton Moss. After all those years 
the memory of the fierce third 
round in Toledo has never faded 
from Willard’s mind. He still hates 
Jack Dempsey. He hasn’t spoken 
to Dempsey since the fight.

Willard didn’t mind discussing one of the strangest bouts in 


heavyweight annals. That would be the Havana battle royal in 
which he lifted the crown from Jack Johnson. Thousands of words 
have been, written about that 26-rounder on April 5, 1915. Veteran 
ring experts still insist that the famous picture showing Johnson 
outstretched on the canvas with his arms shielding his eyes from 
the sun told the story. 


—Willard Still ‘Knocking’ Dempsey 


Willard never accepted the popular decision that Johnson sold 
out, He still doesn’t. 


“Johnson just got knocked out,” Willard explained to Moss. 
‘*‘He couldn't get up. Do you think a man would go 26 rounds under 
that terrible sun if he wanted to be knocked out purposely? The 
fight was more than an hour and 40 minutes. It was the last finish 
fight ever held in the worid. 


“I den’§ argue with anybody about it because it’s so silly,” 
Willard added. “I didn’t have any money to give Johnson. 
You have t@ pay money te arrange a fake knockout. I was just 
a poor farm boy. If I had been rich I wouldn’t have been in 
the fight game. I didn’t like to fight.” 


Though Dempsey chopped Willard to ribbons while administering 
one of the worst beatings in ring history, Goliath refuses at this late 
date to coneede that Dempsey belongs with the greats. 


“Dempsey wasn’t great in any way,” Willard says. “Dempsey 
wasn't any good at all. He couldn’t lick anybody. But he had Jack 
Kearns for a .manager, and Kearns Was a shrewd manipulator. 


“You know, Firpo knocked PBempsey out in the first round. But 
they gave it to Dempsey, anyhow. The néwspapermen shoved him 
back into the ring. But he should have lost the title on a first round 
knockout. Firpo could fight.”

Unlike many sports heroes, Willard did not squander his loot. 
His biggest purse was $127,500 from the Firpo bout, two grand more 
than he received in the Toledo massacre. 


Ironically, Willard made more money with circuses than he did 
with his fists. The man who once lifted a 640-pound bale of cotton 
traveled with wild west shows_and circuses, and once owned a 
touring show. 


Appraising the heavyweights through the years, Willard 
listed Jim Corbett, Jim Jeffries and Joe.Louis at the top of the 
list. The name of Dempsey is strikingly absent. 


Scanning Willard’s record in Nat. Fieischer’s Ring Bible, you 
note that the man once fought in Atlanta. He disposed of a citizen 
named George Rodel here in 1914 via a knockout in the sixth round. 


Apparently the hoods were active in boxing circles in the old 
days. There is a strange notation under the result of a match in 
which one Joe Cox whipped Willard in five rounds. (‘‘Willard claimed 
he was warfied not to box and retired.”’) 


Of the many bouts Willard fought in a career spanning 15 


vears, the one he most remembers was against the man he likes the | 


least.

In Cotton Quota for ’61 


TOKYO (#—The Japanese cotton textile industry 
has asked for a 20 to 30 per cent increase in its export 
quota to the United States for 1961 to meet growing 
competition from other textile manufacturing nations 


on the American market. 


A spokesman for the Cotton 
Textile Exporters Association 
said the request was made last 
week to the Japanese govern- 
ment, which is expected short- 
ly to open its annual review 
with Washington on the amount 
of Japanese cotton exports for 
1961. 


FINAL YEAR 


This is the final year of a 
five-year voluntary quota sys- 
tem instituted to protect Ameri- 
can textile manufacturers from 
overseas competition, which un- 
til recently came primarily from 
Japan. 


The quota is set through gov- 
ernment-to-government talks. 


A joint statement issued by 
the association and other seg- | 
ments of the textile industry 
said, however, that other nations 
had staged ‘‘a striking invasion’’ 
of the United States, especially 
since 1959.

WASHINGTON ® — Chairman 
Emanuel Celler, D-N.Y., of the 
House Antitrust subcommittee 


said Wednesday he will schedule 
hearings soon on a bill to ban 
automobile manufacturers from 
financing their own installment 
sales. 


The measure would force Gen- 
eral Motors Corp. to divorce its 
finance subsidiary, the General 
Motors Acceptance Corp. Celler 
contended enactment of the bill, 
which he sponsored, is needed to 
stimulate the auto industry and 
the entire economy, 


MONOPOLY POWER 
He added: 


‘“‘My study of the automotive in- 
dustry convinces me that General 
Motors Corp. has tremendous 
monopolistic powers, some of 
which stem from the corporation’s 
ownership and use of General 
Motors Acceptance Corp.” 


These powers, Celler said, are 
detrimental to the entire economy, 
the auto industry and the Ameri- 
can car-buying public. 


Enactment of his. bill, Celler 
said, would reduce auto prices 


| 


and finance charges. General 
Motors, he said, now has power 
‘to establish pricing patterns for 
‘the entire industry. GMAC’s entry 
into the open market, he added, 
would stimulate finance company 
competition. 


NOT AN ATTACK 


Celler said the bill should not 
be construed as an attack at big 
business. His only concern, he 
said, is the amount of power now 
held by GM and GMAC, “Sepa- 
rate these two giants and our en- 
tire economy will benefit,” he de- 
clared,

NEW YORK — The New York 
Times announced Wednesday that 
it was undertaking a study of the 
possibility of establishing a West 
Coast edition. 

“We have for some time been 
discussing plans for making the 
New York Times more widely 
available on the day of publica- 
tion,” said Arthur Hays Sulzberg- 
er, publisher of the New York 
Times. 


“The inauguration of our new 
international edition in Paris, 
which gives readers in Europe 
‘today’s New York Times today,’ 
has led to consideration of pub- 
lishing on the West Coast. We 
must, of course, first satisfy our- 
selves that the reader demand and 
advertising opportunity are suffi- 
cient to make such an enterprise 
soundly self-supporting,”’ he said. 


Sulzberger emphasized that, if 
established, the West Coast edi- 
tion would not attempt to compete 
with the newspapers there in the 
coverage of local news. The West 
Coast edition would merely supple- 
ment the local papers, he said. 
As in Europe, the presentation 
would be of the news as reported 
in the Times in New York on the 
same day.

A Flawless Artist

A top-rate violin virtuoso, Henryk Szeryng (rhymes

His Beethoven's was as airy and 
delicate as an 18th century etch- 
ing, and he added warmth to the 
Bach movement with special 
phrasing and coloring. 


FLAWLESS TECHNIQUE 


More appealing, perhaps, was 
the Debussy sonata, an impres- 
sionistic work with fascinating 
harmonies. 


The violinist showed a flawless 
technique and a magic touch with 
bow and fingers throughout the 
program. His accompanist was 
Charles Riener, pianist. 


Mr. Szeryng raced agilely 
through Ravel’s “Tzigane,” a 
modern adaptation of gypsy 
music. He gave three encores: 
Brahms Hungarian Dance No. 17; 
Joseph Suk’s “Love Song,” and 
Pablo de Sarasate’s “Spanish 
Dance.”

Radiation, Surgery Vetoed — 


As Final Answer to Cancer 


By BARBARA MILZ 
Neither radiation nor surgery 
will hold the final cure to cancer, 
Dr. Milford D. Schulz, assistant 
professor of Radiology at Har- 
vard University Medical School, 

said Wednesday in Atlanta. 


He warned, “All neoplasms are 
not cured by radiation, and the 
list of cancers curable by radi- 
ation is unfortunately short.” 


The cancers now termed “‘cur- 
able’’ by surgery or radiation are 
early cancers of the skin, tongue, 
mouth, lip, larynx, breast, uterine 
body and cervix. 


“Radiation therapy alone has 
not added anything on its own to 
this list,”’ he said. 


Dr. Schulz outlined the role of 
radiation therapy as a palliative 
in incurable cancer cases and 
warned against over-use of such 
therapy when it might make the 
patient more uncomfortable than
